VICTOR HUGO TO “ENGLAND.” 

The author of ‘Les Miserables,’’ on hearing 
that the Fenian prisoners in Ireland were to be 
hung, addressed a very brilliantly-eccentric let- 
ter ‘‘to England,’’ deprecating severity in their 
| case. One sentence of the letter is as follows: 
'“You have at present this advantage over 
| France—that you are a free nation. France, as 
| great as Enyland, is not mistress of herself, 
and that is a sad diminution.’”’ The letter, with 
this sentence in it, being published in all the 
French opposition papers, has caused a great sen- 
sation, and itis wondered why it has not been 
suppressed. In another sentence Hugo says: 
“You are about, through reform, to arrive at uni- 
versal suffrage.’’ Such a prospect, held out to 
a high-tory government, will be in their eyes 
hardly complimentary to the bill now before the 
House of Commons.

| Essays on Epucation anp Curtcre. By C. 
F. Childs. St Louis: E. P. Gray. Boston: 
Lee & Shepard. (Pp. 233.) 

Charles Francis Childs was a teacher eminent 
| in his vocation, who died in St. Louis some six- 
teen months ago. In memory of his work there, 
and as illustrating his character and talents, this 
little book is published. Besides the essays, it 
contains two eulogies on the author, pronounced 
soon after his death. From the longer of these 
two—by Mr. W. T. Harris—we select the follow- 
ing brief account of Mr. Childs’s life:— 

The subject of our sketch was next to the 
youngest of eleven children, having three broth- 
ers and six sisters older than himself. After his 
removal to Ohio, which occurred in his sixth 
year, he attended school during the summer 
months, until he was large enough to assist in 
the work on the farm—subsequent to this his 
schovling was confined to the winter months. 

At the age ot eleven he lost his father,—a man 
of the strict puritanic stamp of character. Two 
of his brothers and five of his sisters taught school 
with eminent success,—one sister commencing 
betore completing her fourteenth year. 

When Frank, as he was familiarly called, be- 
came eighteen, the desire for education took a 
practical turn, and he commenced teaching a win- 
ter school, and supporting himself upon the pro- 
ceeds during the summer at an academy. 

After one term at a school in Republic, and 
another at Norwalk, he entered upon his studies 
at Oberlin, in 1452. He supported himself while 
there by teaching school in the winter until 1855; 
when he, with some fellow-students, removed to 
Yellow Springs, and entered Antioch College as 
a Sophomore. After this step he did not inter- 
rupt his course by teaching during the winter, 
but with economy was able to support himself 
upon what remained to him from his father’s es- 
tate. He graduated in 1857, in the first class that 
graduated under Horace Mann. 

After graduating he came to St. Louis, and 
commenced teaching as assistant in the Webster 
School. 





Of his transfer to the Franklin School, 
as principal of the grammar department, in 1858; 
of his removal to Bloomington, Ilinois, to take 
charge of the Model School during the years 
1861-63; and, finally, of his return to this city, 
to assume the responsible trust offered him by 
the Board of Directors,—of this I need not speak ; 
the external history of it is known to you all. 

Speaking of his natural temperament and dis- 
position, one would say that his remarkable trait 
was amiability. From earliest youth he disliked 
contention, loved harmony; his hatred of discord 
was almost morbid. He loved generous impulses 
and believed in liberal sentiments. 

When he graduated at Antioch, Mrs. Horace 
Mann said of him, ‘He is a son of whom a moth- 
er may be proud,—always peaceable and kind; 
tor three years I have never heard so much asa 
word against him.’’ 

With this tender heart coéxisted a melancholy 
temperament. He inherited it, together with 
that broad high forehead of his, from his father. 
While he lived in a more northern latitude, and 
worked in the open air, the lighter side of his 
temperament prevailed; but when he came to St. 
Louis it darkened, and he was prone to bilious 
diseases ; finally this black sediment of night poi- 
soned all his system and made brittle his thread 
of life—it stranded—then snapped. 

It may be said by some that the intense appli- 
cation of such a man to study hastened his death. 
His own views on the subject are given in one of

It will be seen from these extracts what the 
quality of the author’s mind was. He had not 
yet lived long enough to fuse and blend all the 
elements of his thought, which, in consequence, 
sometimes appears crude and incomplete. But 
he was struggling towards clearness and wisdom 
with ap earnest purpose that would atone for many 
more nperfections than he had. His book cannot 
add much to the literature of the world, but it 
may inspire and encourage young men to a sincer- 


ity equal to his own.

Thus fur Germany, as in 
many other respects, has surpassed all the rest of 
the world in its excellent designs for children’s 
stories, and the works of Richter and others are as 
familiar as household words in our families. 

We have needed a truthtul and painstaking ar- 
tist who could at once illustrate and adorn works 
for children, please and teach at the same time; 
and w. trust that Miss Greene may undertake 
larger works in which the illustrations shall be 
the chief purpose. 

The full-page engravings and smaller illustra- 
tions in “Little Barefoot’’ will vindicate the re- 
ality of what we endeavor to express, and dem- 
onstrate that we have a lively and correct design- 
er who draws critically and tastefully at the same 
time, and who bestows on each of her designs a 
scrupulous care in the first study and in the fin- 
ish which make them pleasing and effective. 
Want of character and lack of taste have been 
among the principal defects in this branch of de- 
sign with us, and even in England, rich as that 
country is in landscape artists, we venture to say 
that there is no person drawing figures for this 
class of works who is more efficient or character- 
istic than our Boston designer. We willingly 
concede that this is saying a good deal, but let 
any one get a copy of this little book, and, if he 
really loves good drawing, he will wish that Miss 
Greene could have'a more ample field in which 
to exhibit her peculiar talent. As there is among 
publishers a great demand for artists of this de- 
scription, and as real ability is rare, they could not 
do better than forthwith call out the skill and su- 
periority of this accomplished designer.

Rev. Charles Cleveland, the venerable city mis- 
sionary of Boston, reached his 96th year on Fri- 
day last, and his 34th year in the missionary field 
will end June 30th. On his birthday anniversary 
a large number of persons paid their respects to 
him. 

Gen. Butler has been relieved as president of 
the national asylum for disabled soldiers. The 
comptroller has decided that by accepting the of- 
fice of member of Congress Gen. Butler vacated 
the office of manager, and consequently of presi- 
dent of the asylum—the two offices being by 
law incompatible.

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trial of offenders, or organize military commis- 

sions or tribunals for that purpose, and all inter- 
ference, under color of State authority, with the 

exercise of military authority under the act is 

declared null and void. 

The restrictions upon such officers are that no 

unnecessary delay shall be made to the trial of 
persons under military arrest, no cruel or unugu- 

al punishment shall be inflicted, and if tried by a 

military commission the sentence shall be ap- 

proved by the officer in command of the district; 

the sentence of death not to be carried into effect 

without the approval of the President. It is 

further provided by the act that when the people 

of any one of these rebel States shall have formed 

a constitution in conformity with the constitution 

of the United States in all respects, framed by 

a convention of delegates elected by the male cit- 

izens of whatever race, color or previous condi- 

tion, except such as may be disfranchised, and 

when such constitution shall be ratified and ap- 
proved, and the State admitted to representation 
in Congress, then the preceding sections of this 

act shall be inoperative in said State; provided 
that no person excluded from office shall be eligi- 

ble as a member of the convention, or vote for 
such members. It is also provided that until the 
people of said rebel States shall be by law admit- 
ted to representation in Congress, any civil gov- 

ernments which may exist therein suall be deemed 
provisional only, and subject to abolition, modifi- 
cation, control or supersedure. The supplement- 

ary act relates to the registration of voters and 
the elections to be held under the act. 

In a construction of these acts, which has been 
permitted for three months by the appointing 
power, Gen. Sickles assumed, in an order issued 
March 21, that the civil government in his dis- 
trict was provisional only, subject to the will of 
Congress, and laws and regulations not inconsist- 
ent with the constitution and laws of the United 
States were declared by him to be in force, and 
in conformity therewith the civil officers. were au- 
thorized to continue the exercise of their proper 
functions. Gen. Pope, in an order dated April 1, 
authorized civil officers to retain their offices until the 
expiration of their terms of service unless other- 
wise directed in special cases, such officers to confine 
themselves strictly to the performance of their 
official duties, and not use any influence to deter 
or dissuade the people from taking an active part 
in reconstructing the State government; and he 
further ordered that no elections should be held 
in his district ‘‘except such as are provided for in 
the act of Congress, and in the manner therein 
established, but all vacancies in civil offices which 
now exist, or which may occur by expiration of 
the terms of office of the present incumbents, 
before the prescribed registration of voters is 
completed, will be filled by appointment of the Gen- 
eral commanding the district. Gen. Sheridan, in 
justification of his course, claimed the power of 
removal by the terms of the military act, and 
states in regard to the removal of Abell, Herron 
and Munroe that “with these three men exercis- 
ing a large influence on the worst elements of this 
city, giving to these elements an immunity for 
riot and bloodshed, the General-in-chief will 

see how insecure I felt in letting them occupy 
their present positions in the troubles which might 
occur in registrations and voting in the redrgani- 
zation.”” With the evident design of Congress, 
the construction put upon the act immediately on 
its passage, an acquiescence in such construction 
by the government and yielding to it by the peo- 
ple of the South who were disposed to be loyal, 
a reversal of that policy at this time can have no 
other effect than to arouse the spirit of hostility 
which is already strong enough in the South, and 
depress the loyal sentiment which sustains the 
removals as for the best interest of the cause of 
reconstruction. 

The Attorney-General, in his opinion, says the 
power granted to the military commander is “not 
a power to create new rights, but only to protect 
those which exist and are established by the laws 
under which these people live.’ He says further 
that the duties of this officer are military duties, 
executive duties, not legislative duties, and that 
the public policy is not committed to his discre- 
tion. Referring to the manner in which the act 
of Congress shall be executed, he has no hesita- 
tion in saying that “nothing short of an absolute 
or controlling necessity would give any color of 
authority for arraigning a citizen before a military 
commission,” a power which would involve him 
and every one concerned in the gravest responsi- 
bilities. 

The President, in his veto message, objected to 
the bill that it ‘“‘places all the people of the ten 
States therein under the absolute dominion of mil- 
itary rulers;’’ that the power of such officer ‘is

Andrew Johnson in Boston. 


Still “swinging round the circle’’ brought the | 
President at last to Boston. This was on Satur. | 
day evening last, and his presence was felt—by 
the Celtic population mainly—till Wednesday 
morning. The occasion of this visit was a masonic 
celebration in honor of the completion of a new 
temple for the use of the fraternity, which a few 
of the magnates of that venerable association | 
thought would be enhanced by the connection of | 
the President of the United States with it. It had 
no other significance, and the President wisely— 
to his credit be it said—made no effort to divert 
the event to political purposes. With singular in- 
consistency, however, Secretary Seward—the in- 
spirer of the President—who began political life 
as an anti-mason, and by the prejudices of his 
community was first lifted into office upon that is- 
sue—accomparied the resident on this tour, which, 
as we have suggested, if it had any significance 
at all, was wholly masonic. In this foible we 
have an index of the whole insincerity and weak- 
ness of Mr. Seward’s public career. Let us add, 
however, that he had the good taste to keep out 
of the procession of Monday, and spent the day 
—how, we mention elsewhere. 

The President’s social manners were favorable 
to a good opinion of him by those who care little 
for political issues. He is easy and self-possessed, 
rather reserved in speech, gentlemanly in apparel, 
and kindly in expression. He shows in general 
conversation little of the obstinacy and willfulness 
which are so marked traits when his wishes are 
canvassed and his ambition opposed. He is not 
a handsome man,—in fact, has a sinister expres- 
sion of countenance,—though when he smiles 
much of the repulsiveness of his features is re- 
moved. Stocky, with gross eye and unintellec- 
tual features, he has the frame for endurance, and 
a mind for indifference to issues based upon the 
higher inspiration of justice and humanity. 

Mr. Johnson essayed one or two small speeches 
during his visit. They were the expression of the 
merest commonplaces in acknowledgment of the 


President as the two opposing parties in the es- 
tablishment of a reconstruction policy for the reb- 
el States—which detection, declaration and ex- 
hortation the Governor, we are bound to say, 
most thoroughly and eloquently accomplished— 
we shall be pardoned if we say that the Govern- 
or unquestionably desires the clause which we 
have italicized to be read in the Pickwickian 
sense, for we haven’t the slightest idea that he 
believes a syllable of it! 

This instance would seem to be sufficient to 
show how close a disciple of the noble Pickwick 
our Governor is; but he must carry his quiet 
humor still further. Accordingly, after he had 
done all (if not more than) pvliteness and hospi- 
tality required, we find ‘‘a reception” devised at 
the Representatives’ Hall of the State House, 
where, by special ticket, a larger concourse should 
see and hear how our gallant Executive could 
continue the subtle satire commenced at the 
Tremont House. And the thing was thorouglily 
done. And not only by the Governor, but by 
half-a-dozen more of State officials, who, in turn, 
put the several gentlemen of the President’s par- 
ty into infinite complacency and satisfaction with 
themselves by the apposite allusions to their re- 
spective merits! This was all a guy, however, 
good reader!—a Pickwickian felicity, bear in 
mind!--for how, otherwise, could more have been 
done for the great Liberator, Lincoln himself, had 
he lived to come to Boston? 

Our excellent Senator Sumner, too,—our senior 
Senator, mind!—caught somewhat the benignan- 
cy of the illustrious Pickwick on this occasion. 
He did not, it is true, hold any direct communi- 
cation with Mr. Johnson. Self-respect forbade 
that the man who, on the 22d of February, 1866, 
styled him a traitor and disunionist, should be 
cordially greeted by him. That would have been 
80 great a stretch of forgiveness that we doubt if 
even the great exemplar, the noble-natured Pick- 
wick, would have approved it, marked as was his 
magnanimity. But our eloquent Senator did the 
next best thing possible to “heap cvals of fire on 
the head” of the denunciatory and not always 
sober-headed chief magistrate. He made up a 
dinner-party for his first executive officer, the 
Secretary of State—the individual generally con- 
sidered the instigator and inspirer of the Pres- 
idential policy—the same person whom the Sena- 
tor led the body of which he is a member to re-

suspicious if not at open enmity. It was the mis- 
fortune of Mr. Johnson to have shaken the faith 
of our people in his honesty of character, and the 
greeting he received was correspondingly limit- 
ed and reserved. The foreign population, to a 
good degree, and some few members of tle Dem- 
ocratic household of faith, with a few who ele-

THE NATIONAL DIVISION, SONS OF TEMPERANCE. 
Returning from the battle-scarred fields of Vir- 
ginia, I tarry at this beautiful city for a day or 
two to note how the moral warfare progresses 
which is so largely under the control of the or- 
ganization known as the Sons of Temperance, 
whose National Division closes a four-days’ ses- 
sion to-day. There are 132 delegates in attend- 
ance upon this body, representing not only sixteen 
loyal States or jurisdictions, but two doubtful-dur- | 
ing-the-war border States, three rebel States, | 
and four British provinces—twenty-five Grand 
Divisions in all. The membership, though em- | 
bodying many worthy and talented individuals, is | 
not marked by that general merit of mind and po- | 
sition in life which would pertain to the members 
of almost any other national organization. Many 
of the Sons are refurmed men, or from very hum- 
ble surroundings, and as a consequence there is a 
very mediocre character to the deliberations. 
The limited training of the subordinate Division- 
rooms has made them all sharp on “points of or- 
der,” which are interpolated into every transac- 
tion of business as rapidly and as thickly as flies 
alight upon the sweet-cake of the hotel-table

| Ple of the South did not altogether exercise their

blacks. So far as it appears, coercion or a fear of 
more onerous conditions are the only motives 
which have brought them to a submission to the 
government. It will be borne in mind in this, 
that by the people of the South the President 
does not mean all the people specified in the civil 
rights bill; and that in order that equal justice to- 
wards all the people shall prevail, this reconstruc- 
tion act was passed. 

The Attorney-General does not find in the act 
any power by which a civil officer can be re- 
moved, however great may be his obstruction to 
the execution of the purposes of the government, 
and his resistance to its measures. Suppose, as 
in some cases, the registration officers are driven 
away from certain districts and no registration 
is made, that the colored men are prevented from 
voting, or should the convention not be of that 
character to suit the former ruling class, and, as
